To-morrow marks the beginning of the end of the rravest 
The General political contest in recent English history. Issues of 
Election. tremendous moment are hanging in the balanee. Into 
those issues specifically Jewish questions do not and 
cannot enter: and Jews. like other citizens, will vote as their conscience 
dictates, with sole regard to the welfare of the country. The mere fact 
that one political party completed the emancipation of the Jewish 
community, or that its opponents include this or that Jewish leader 
within their ranks, cannot be a determining consideration in the 
casting of his vote by a Jewish elector. The Jew is called 
upon to decide between two conflicting policies. For the Jew 
to allow his vote to be influenced by a consideration of what one of 
the contending parties did half-a-century ago, on a matter which 
is no longer in dispute, would be to misunderstantt tis duty and to 
show himself unworthy of the sacred task entrusted to him. Moreover, to 
argue that the fact that the particular party which enfranchised the Jew 
is entitled to eternal Jewish allegiance is to ask the Jew to abdicate his 
powers of reason, to reduce his franchise to a nullity, and to substitute 
for the old helotry of political disability the new servitude of 
slavery to a particular party in the State. The Jew cannot be tied 
to the chariot wheels of Liberal or Conservative. Both parties have 
shown an earnest desire to befriend our oppressed coreligionists 
abroad ; and on the other hand we are. profoundly sorry to 
reeall that both parties are almost equally badly tarred by their attitude 
towards the Aliens Act. For if one of them passed that most unfortunate 
piece of legislation, the leaders of the other allowed it to pass in the 
House of Commons without more than verlhal protest, have acquiesced in 
its remaining upon the Statute Book, and have administered it with eruel 
indiscrimination. The best course, therefore, for Jews in the present 
crisis is to banish all irrelevant Jewish considerations from their mind and 
to vote solely as citizens, The fact that Jewish candidates at the contest 
are equally divided may be regarded as a hint as to the absolutely non- 
Jewish character of the crisis.

For some reason or other, our coreligionists seem 

to be providing the comic relief. We rote, for instance, that one heckler 
solemnly asked a candidate whether a tax on wheat would not raise the 
price of matzos! After this, we are surprised not to find the walls 
placarded with posters warning the Jewish electors “ Your matzos will 
cost you more!” But this little jest is capped by an appeal which a 
London Free Trade journal addresses to Jewish electors, and which says : 


“Before you vote for Tariff’ Reform, remember that horseflesh 
and enat’s meat are trifa.”’ -This, if it could be taken seriously, 
ought to induce Jews to vote for Tarifl 


Reform and thus 
keep down the supply of trifa fare, since Free Traders contend 
that Tariff Reform will make all food dearer—including horsetlesh 
and cat's meat—and hence not so easily obtainable for  con- 
sumption. This, by the bye. Bat it is worth noting that the 
other day Jews were reminded of the attempted blow at Shechita 
in the time of the last Unionist Government. Now, we are told that the 
policy of the Unionist party means either starvation or trifa for the Jewish 
working man. Let us also remember the allegation as to the compulsory 
closing of Jewish shops on Sunday, and it would look as if the whole of 
the election has nothing whatever to do with a grave constitutional 
crisis, but is simply being fought on the question of whether or not the 
Jews should be forced to pay more for matzos, to eat trifa food, and 
to close their shops on Sunday as well as Saturday. In other 
words, what the nation is excited about is not the House of 
Lords and Free Trade, but a stupendous anti-Semitic plot, which 
one party is engaged in maturing while the other is engaged in 
fighting to the death. The crowning touches to the picture are added 
by the presence at the head of the Jews’ defenders of Mr. Lloyd George, 
and by the strenuous activity of Lord Rothschild in the anti-Semitic 
camp. From this perplexing medley we turn to a really practical point. 
Some of the elections are being held on Saturday. But we would remind 
our readers that this does not necessarily mean that the Jewish clectors 
cannot vote. In the first place, the pels will be open for three hours 
after the Sabbath ends, and in the second place a Jewish elector who 
desires to vote during the Sabbath need only ask the presiding oflicer to 
make a mark for himon the Ballot Paper. This, as in previous elections, 
will be done, and effectually secure the vote. 


The Russian Legislative Assembly stands prorogued. So 
The Duma far as the Jewish problem is concerned, it might never 
Prorogued. ave met; for that problem has not advanced a yard , 

towards some favourable solution, One of the pleasing’ 
features of political life during the sittings of the Duma was the election’ 
of our coreligionist, M. Brodsky, as member for Odessa. But, as our:

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readers know,-that election was annulled; while the anti-Semitic resolu- 
tions of the Duna Committecs, and the hostility shown in the Assembly to 
the Jewish members, do not remove the impression left by that action. At 
the same time it is satisfactory to note a much more active espousal of 
the Jewish cause by the Cadet Party, and it has been announced that the 
party intend to introduce « Bill for the abolition of the Pale affer the 
Vacation. lt remains to be seen what the fate of this measure 
willbe: but it is as well that the Jewish question has advanced to the 
stave of a definite legislative proposal. Meanwhile, we may rejoice in 
the supersession of General Kaulbars in the Southern command. The 
General's name will go down to history as a synonym for brutal mis- 
government and oppression. We hope the time is not distant when 
General Tolmatehef? will follow Kaulbars into obscurity.

We offer our hearty congratulations to the Minister of 


Rabbi H. the Rerondesbury Svnagogcue upon the approaching 
Lazarus. conferment upon him of the deygree of Rabbi. The 

Hatorath Haroah is in this ease no mere honorary 
degree. It has been genuinely earned by conscientious study and real 
scholarsbip, and will only be bestowed after a searching examination, 
in which Mr. Lazarus is said to have acquitted himsclf with the 
utmost eredit. The degree is to be conferred by the Chief Rabbi, 
upon the recommendation of the examiners. Mr. Lazarus's success 
will bea welcome to the commanity, not only on his own 
account, bat because of its wider and impersonal significance. We 
constantly hear of the necessity for raising the position and improving 
the prestize of the Anglo-Jewish Ministry. The air has recently been 
thiek, and «counsel has been darkened, with e inflicting suggestions. 
But one of the sure ways for attaining the desired end is for the 
ministers themselves to strive for the recognition that is seldom 
withheld from undoubted scholarship. The more numerous the ministers 
who qualify for the hall-mark of Jewish learning and authority, the greater 
the respect in which their profession will be held, and the greater the 
influence which they will command. Moreover, the more numerous the 
Rabbis in our midst, the more difficalt will it be to deny them a share in 
our ecclesiastical rovernment: and the more easy will the task of 
eventual decentralisation become. In Mr, Lazarus's case we have the 
aided pleasure of seaing modesty, sincerity, and devotion to work, united 
with intellectual attainments, theological and secular, of no mean order. 
It is devoutly to be hoped that other members of the ministry will find it 
possible to join the too sleader ranks of those who have earned the 


rabbinic degree. 

The interview with the lady explorer Miss A. D. 
The Jews Cameron, which we publish in another column, serves to 
in Canada. bring to m@ind the great increase that has taken place 

in recent years in the number of Jewish inhabi- 
tants in Canada. Less than thirty years ago there were only a few 
hundred of our coreligionists in the Dominion. Bat the intervening 
generation has planted the large aggregation of some 60,000 Jews in the 
colony. This is at the rate of 2,000 a year, though it must be added that 
the increase has gone on at an aecclerated pace, about 40,000 having been 
added to the Jewish population during the last eight vearsorso. A great 
proportion of the Jewish influx has settled in the big cities. Montreal, for 


example, has to-day a Jewish population of 30,000, Toronto one of 15,000 
and Winnipeg one of perhaps 7,500. It will thus be seen 
that the overwhelming majority of the Jewish settlers are massed in three 
cities. There is. of course, nothing novel in this unequal distribution. 
It follows the precedent set in the United States, and it results from 
perfectly intelligible causes, such as the necessities of religion, the long 
divoree from the soil, and the tendency to live in big cities, which has 
been strengthened by hostile laws. The crowding in the great towns of 
Canada—and particularly the growth of the Jewish population of 
Montreal—is far from an ideal distribution, and it may possibly be as « 
consequence of this influx that there have been occasional exhibitions of 
anti-Semitism in Montreal, though, as was to be = expected, 
the authorities have dealt drastically and unspariogly with such 
outbreaks. Of late. the Jewish immigration into Canada has been great!\ 
hampered by the restrictions placed upon foreign arrivals, This is, we pre- 
sume, responsible for the large numbers of Jews who are now directing their 
footsteps towards South Africa. It is a great pity, however, that the vast 
spaces of the Dominion cannot provide a greater fleld for Jewish energy, 
grit and enterprise. If Jewish leaders and thinkers, the world over, 
would lay their heads together, it is at least possible that some practicable 
scheme could be evolved for Jewish immigration, whieh would bring the 
maximum of advantage both to the immigrants themselves and this great 
and splendid British colony. 


We note with considerable pleasure the fact, 
Butchers andthe revealed in a letter which appears in another 
Shecheta Board. column, that the relations between the Shecheta 


Board and the kosher butehers have for some 
time past been steadily improving and that now «# mutually satisfactory 
understanding prevails. It will be remembered that during the recent 
dispute we consistently held to the view that the application of a little 
tact and good fecling on both sides was all that was necessaty to ensure 
the restoration and maintenanee of peace, and we rejoice to observe that 
these qualities have been forthcoming. The adoption of the new 
form of NN ernee will, we trust, be a factor for rool on all 
hands in the futare. By requiring the butchers to exbibit their licenses 
prominently in the shops, the Shechet’ Board has enabled the community 
to discriminate bet ween authorised and unauthorised purveyors. On the 
other hand, the insertion of a clause in the license granted to the 
wholesalers, requiring them to give certain preferences to kosher retailers, 
has removed a genuine grievance within the trade itself, which should 
contribate to the preservation of harmony. The butchers have organised 
among themselves, and now have proper representation at the meetings 
of the Shecheta Board and its Committees. If they use their powers 
wisely and with moderation, there is no reason why their legitimate claims 
should not be acceded to, consistently with the wider interests of the 
community. In safeguarding thenselves, howeyer, they must never lose 
sight of these general interests, which it is the fanction of the Board to 
subserve. to administering this word of admonition, we desire to con- 
gratulate all parties on the new regime, and trust that it may conduce to 
the permanent advantage of the community.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The election of a Jew as a Mayor is no novelty on the continent, but an 
incident connected with the election of Dr. Solomon Reichard, a respected 
Jewish lawyer, to this office at Satoralja-Ujbely, an important provincial 
town in Hungary deserves to be noted. When the election was about to 
take place, the Catholic priest Stephan Bessenhey, declared that he voiced 
the feelings of some 8,000 of his fellow Catholies, who would regard it as an 
insalt if Dr. Reichard were chosen. This statement raised a storm of protest, 
which only abated when the Vice-Governor appeared in the hall. He 
strongly supported the candidature of Dr. Reichard whom he described as 
one of his oldest triends. In the end Dr, Reichard was successful. 


FRANCE,

PARIS, January 9. 

The Jewish Consistory of Paris rightly thinks that one of the most 
eflicacious means. for combating religious indiflerence and drawing wor- 
shippers to the Synagogue is the more frequent delivery of sermons. 
Hitherto, except on the principal festivals, sermons are rarely heard in the 
Synagogues. A little more than a vear ago the Consistory decided that 
sermons should be preached every Friday evening and Saturday morning. 
This decision, for reasons which are not known, was only partially earried 
intoefet. But it has just been renewed, and the Consistory has insisted 
that this time its instructions shall be obeved. The resolution of the Con- 
sistory was the more urgent as a number of our coreligionists show more 
and more marked sympathy with the services of the Jewish Liberal Union at 
which sermons are delivered every week, 

A Yiddish poster on the walls of the Jewish quarter of Paris is a novelty 
which has attracted considerable attention from Christian passers-by who 
have no idea what it means. The origin of this poster is as follows: The 
working bakers in Paris have for some time been agitating for the sappres- 
sion of night work, and have found a warm supporter in the Archbishop. 
The Jewish bakers, who are very numerous in the Hotel de Ville district, 
have now joinml the movement, for they declare that they are rarely at 
home, that they cannot supervise the education of their children, and that 
by having to perform hard night work they are liable to die at an early 
age. They therefore energetically demand with their Christian fellow- 
workers the suppression of night labour. 

The sculptor, Emanuel Hannaux, several of whose remarkable works are 
to be found in the Luxembourg Museum, has just been elected a member of 
the Committee of the Society of French Artists. He is a member of the 
Central Committee of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. 

The Institute of International Law, which will hold its Sittings this 
year in Paris, and of which M. Lvon-Caen, Dean of the Faculty of Law in this 
city, is President, announces that among the eminent personages who will 
take part in its deliberations are M. T. M.C. Asser, Minister of State and 
Councillor of State in Holland, and M. Paul Errera, Rector of the University 
of Brussels, who, as is well know nh. isamember of the Couneil of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association. 

In addition to the Jews named last week in connection with appoint- 
ments in the Legion of Honour, M. Ernest Samuel Meyer and Dr, Edvar 
Hirtz (Member of the Academy of Medicine, and Chief Physician to the 
Necker Hospital, Paris), have been promoted Officers of the Order. Dr. Hirtz 
is a son-in-law of M. Leopold Louis Dreyfus the great manufacturer, Consul- 
General for Roumania in Paris, and brother-in-law of M. Louis Dreyfus, 
Member of the Chamber of Deputies. The names of nearly one hundred Jews 
of both sexes appear in the list of new appointments as Officers of the Orders 
of Public lostruction and of the Academy. 

M. Paul Salzedo, whose pictures at the Salon for the past twenty years 
have been much admired, died last week at Bordeau. He was Professor at 
the Municipal School of Fine Arts and Decorative Arts in that city. 

Major Dreyfus has made a successful appearance as a public lecturer at 
the Bibliotheque Populaire, where he was invited to speak. The subject 
chosen had not the slightest reference to anything with which his name has 
hitherto been connected. It was the “ Hist ory of Trade Union Syndicates in 
France," with which he showed that he was very familiar, though he was 
never in any way mixed up with it. As to his own personal views, he was 
rather sparing in expressing them. But he approved of the changes in the 
recent laws which gave recognition to such syndicates, and said that it 
would have been dangerous to withhold it much longer. On the other hand. 
he believed that there should be more syndicates of employers as a necessary 
counterpoise to the unions, and that it would help to check the revofutionary 
tendency of the labour assoviations.—Daily Telegraph. 


GERMANY. 


The Liberal Jewish Union was constituted at a meeting held a few days 
ago. Prediger Dr. Weisse presented a report showing the necessity and 
setting forth the objects of the Union. In the eourse of a discussion, 
Professor Baginski said that his seientifie activity did not permit him to be 
an Opponent of progress or of Liberalism. But progress without historical 
truth and historical spirit was unholy, and a reforming activity without a 
basis of close knowledge and pious sentiments was harmful. 

In addition to a bequest of 150,000 marks by the recently deceased 
Commercial Councillor Albert Friinkel, for the establishment of a hospital at 
Neudstadt, a farther sum of 70,000 marks is left by him for various philan- 
thropic institations and others of public utility, and one of 30,000 marks for 
the creation of an Emilie Friinkel Trust.

ODESSA, January 2. 

In a recent impression of the Jewish Crronicie, the Odessa Jewry 
were editorially counselled not to make themselves, individually or collec- 
tively, conspicuous in the eyes of the Black Hundred authorities, whose 
sway is absolute in the South Russian capital. No wiser counsel could be 
imparted to the Jews of Odessa. So long as this scandalous Black Hundred 
tyranny continues the Jews were well-advised to hold aloof from any official 
and honorary participation in the civie life of the eity, and they should not 
permit themselves to be nominated as members of any ordinary or special! 
commission or committee in connection either with the municipality or with 
any institution controlled by the municipality. To accept such nominations 
isonly to court insult and humiliation at the hands of the despotie and 
rabidly anti-Semitic Prefect, the patron and protector of all the ruffianly 
popular elements which constitute the so-called “ lighting wing” of the Black 
Hundred. The dragonnade regime of the Union of Russian People is now 
supreme in every walk and vocation of the publie life of the city. Against 
their own personal will, their political principles and even their innate 
sense of decency, the whole professorial staff of the University and 
staff of masters in the various gymnasia have been morally compelled to 
<ubseribe to the funds of the Union and enrol themselwes as members 
thereof. All the local trade-unions have been converted into branches of 
the Union. The dock-labourer and stevedore artels will admit no-one 
to their ranks who is not,or who is unwilling to become, an associate of the 
Union. This Black Hundred confederacy may eall itself a patriotic league, 
, monarchical fraternity, the body-guard of the Little Father, the defenders 
of the Autocracy, or by any other title, but here in Odessa it is wholly and 
solely and exclasively an anti-Jewish association. It has no other actual or 
ostensible raison d'etre beyond a conspired racial, religious and political 


enmity to, “and persecution of, the Jews. All its watehwords and 
war-eries are directed against Jews. It no longer makes any idle 


pretence of combating the machinations of the revolutionary propaganda. 
It is an anti-Semitic association pure and simple, so far as Odessa is con- 
eerned, and its ramifications now embrace the personne! of every local official 
bureau: “ tehinovnik and “soyuznik”™ have become synonymous terms. 
This state of affairs cannot, of course, endure indefinitely, bat so long 
Ss it does, as already said, there is nothing the Odessa Jewry ean do but 
POSSESS their souls in such patience as they can command, Sooner op later 
a radical change, and not improbably a violent bouleversement, must SUper- 
vene. The iron heelof the present reactionary despotism is more draconically 
crushing and exasperating than anything that has gone before. Every 
urban and = provincial Governorship is, to all intents and purposes, an 
absolute imperium in imperio,, and the political arrests were very nearly as 
namerous during the last month as they were during the first half of 1905. 
In this southern centre alone, during the last month, 367 political suspects 
have been arrested, inclading thirteen women. It is satisfactory to note 
that but a very small percentage of these arrested suspects bear Jewish 
names. it is noteworthy, LOO, that scarcely one in a hundred educated 
Russians now pavs any serious attention to the proceedings of the Dama, 
or the * Talking Shop” on the Neva, as it is contemptuously called. If the 
“Russian Parliament” were finally dispersed to-morrow the event would 
create no public sensation, disappointment or regret. It has accomplished 
no fundamental reform, and it is hopeless to expect that it will ever do so. 


It is rightly regarded by the reactionary camarilla as a harmless and 
impotent but useful ventilator for malcontent and demagogie oratory. It is 


no longer possible to believe that the Duma will ever develop into a power- 
ful and independent, and constitutional legislative assembly. It has proved 
nothing, but its own imMpotency asa political factor in a realm whose auto- 
eratic governance is, if anything, now more absolute than it was prior to the 
promulgation of the so-called epoch-marking constitutional manifesto of 
October 30th, 1905. 


THE END OF THE DUMA SESSION. 

The sittings of the Duma have once more been prorogued by an Imperial 
order. The session opened in the midst of a reactionary wave, which 
resulted in the withdrawal of the Freedom of Conscience Bill, in accordance 
with the demands of the priests, and ended with the introduction of an 
interpellation on the lawlessness of General Tolmatcheff. The election and 
resignation of M. Brodsky as deputy for Odessa, and the great preparations 
on foot. for the introduction of a Bill providing for the abolition of the Pale 
are among the most important features of the last session likely to prove event- 
ful to the Jews. The triumph of M. Brodsky demonstrated the power of an 
organised Jewish vote in the progressive interests, for scarcely any of our 
coreligionists thought of voting for the Octobrist opponent of the Jewish 
lawyer. Onthe other hand, the persecution the latter sullered at the hands of 
General Tolmatcheff, and the creation of a “ first Jewish name ” qaestion have 
led many Jews to discuss whether they should encourage the appearance of 


other Jowishecandidates in the field. The frequent attacks on our corcligionists, 


and the seandalous attitude of the Real Russians deputies towards their 
Jewish colleagues, the creation of a strong Nationalist-Moderate blue, at the 
expense of the omission from the programme of the latter of the revision of a 
few obsolete anti-Jewish restrictions, as well as the anti-Semitic decisions 
of the Duma Committees, were all, however, balanced by the great hopes held 
out to our brethren of an early abolition of the Pale, with or without the 
right to reside in the villages. The highly benevolent attitude of the Cadets 
towards our coreligionists and the brilliant speeches made by M. Roditcheff 
and by M. Miliukoff in defence of Jewish rights are also amongst the pleasant 
facts to be placed on record. =e ae 

At the re-opening of the Duma in a month's time, it will be possible to 
learn whether the Octobrists will once more declare themselves for a total 
revisionofthe Jewishquestion at a later period, and thus postpone t heabolition 
of the Pale,or whether they will accede to the appeal oft he Jewish deputies and 
take the first step towards emancipation. The Duma will also have to deal 
with a resolution in favour of prohibiting Jews to act as justices of the 
peace with an interpellation in reference to the notorious Tolmatcheff, and 
with a Bill introduced by M. Freedman for the provision of pensions for 
Jewish teachers. It is not unlikely that the education crisis, provoked by 
the introduction of a low percentage norm into the Commercial Schools, will 
form the subject of a heated debate in the Duma, as the Council of Trade 
and Commerce is determined to obtain the repeal of the order, anc thus 
avoid the total ruin of the commercial education system in Russia. M. 
Niseloviteh has, however, announced that there does not exist the least 
possible chance of carrying a Bill through the Duma for the removal of all 
educational restrictions against the Jews. 

In the election mret the month of January will witness another cam- 
paign at Odessa, where it is hoped that the nominee of the Cadets, sa 
Litvitzky, will triumph against the candidate of the reactionaries. M. 
Ratner found insurmountable difficulties in his way, and had to retire from 
the contest for the seat. 


THE ZEMSTVOS AND JEWS. 

Questions concerning our coreligionists have engaged the attention of 
the Zemstvos in various towns. The Pskov local government criticised 
severely the efforts of one of its members, who assisted M. Niseloviteh in 
obtaining the repeal of the expulsion order against the Toropza Jews. At 
the request of the Chairman of the Zemstvos at Staritza (near Tver) two Jewish 
medical officials resigned the posts they held at the local Board of Health. 
Their Russian colleagues, on hearing of the case, all followed the example of 
their Jewish friends. The Ackerman municipality has endeavoured toobtain 
the consent of the Ministry of Education to the introduction of the 
percentage norm for Jews into the primary schools, but without suecess. 
The Poltava Zemstvo, on the other hand, rejected a proposal in favour of 
reducing the number of Jewesses in the school for midwives. The 
Ekaterinoslay Zemstvo voted 23,000 roubles in aid of an anti-Semitic paper, 
and 3,000 roubles to the Real Russians. 


THE BRODSKY CASE. 

The Odessa District Assizes have confirmed the sentence of M. Brodsky 
to a fine of a hundred roubles for using the name of Arkadi, Following the 
example of General Tolmatcheff, the magistrates of Theodosia have refused to 
frant a private advoeate’s certificate to a Jew who cave his first name as 
* Michael.” 

ANTI-SEMITIC PROPAGANDA, 

With the return of M. Dubrovin to St. Petersburg, the anti-Semitie 
agitation of the Real Russians has been renewed with creat vigour. M. 
Menchikoff recently published in the Novoe.Vremya an article describing 
how Sir Moses Montetiore initiated a new policy amongst the Jews with a 
view to capturing the world’s Press, and how the Jews raised a huge fand 
for the purpose of conquering Russia. The real motive of these attacks is 
to indicate the danger of abolishing the Pale. A creat outery has also been 
caused by the discovery of the Black Hundreds that a Jew (Wilenkin) is one 
of the officials of the Russian Embassy at Tokio. The Kishineff Real Russians 
have suffered a great rebuff at the hands of the local municipality. For 
months they have advocated the naming of a street after their late leader, 
M. Krusbevan. The council has, rejected their proposition. 
Characteristic pogrom trials have taken place at Tiraspol, where the 
organisers of the Razdelnaya and Veseli-Kut riots were tricd. The Jews, 
who appeared in court, all spoke in a tone of forgiveness, and the accused 
were acquitted, 

THE RIGHT OF RESIDENCE OF JEWS. 

Eight hundred Jewish families from the provinee of Kiefl, who were to 
be immediately banished from their homes have received permission to 
remain there antil April. On the other hand, the Governor-General of 
Turkestan has already exiled three hundred Bokhara Jews from Tashkent. 
An official of the Ministry of the Interior is revising the right of residence 
of Jews at Riga, owing to the fact that the anti-Semites denounced the loeal 
authorities for their leniency towards our brethren. The Borisouglebsk police 
have carried out a series of searches for Jews at the local Exchange. 

THE RABBINICAL COMMISSION AND CONFERENCE. 

The. Rabbinical Conference, in connection with the Commission, will 
meet in March and will sit for a month. Its programme ineludes. the 
discussion of the dual system of rabbis, registration, marriages, communal 
organisation, charitable institutions, religious education, the meat and 
candle taxes, and the meetings of the Commission itself. 

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 

The Polish Governors have received instractions to forbid the Jewish 

charitable institutions participating in the Zionist movement. 
GREAT FIRE, 

A great fire destroyed M, Salkind’s stores at Wilna. One of the firemen 
of the voluntary brigade, a Jew named Englevitch, was killed. The losses 
amount to over a million roubles, and, as a result of the conflagration, a 
hundred Jewish employees are out of work. The Governor himself assisted 
the brigade in bringing the fire under control, and owing to a slight injury he 
received, he was obliged to requisition medical aid from the Jewish Hospital, 

THE LATE GRAND DUKE MICHAEL. 

The Tiflis Jews have directed Advocate Sliosberg to deposit a wreath on 
the grave of Grand Duke Michael Nikolayeviteh, with the inseription: 
“From the Tiflis Jewish Community to the late Imperial Viceroy, who always 
protected them.” Another wreath from the Caucasian Jews bore the inserip- 
tion: “To the magnanimous protector of the Jews.” The late Grand Duke, 
indeed, opposed every attempt to introduce restrictions against our brethren 
into the Caucasus, which only came into foree there after his removal from 
the post of Viceroy. He always maintained a benevolent attitude towards 
our coreligionists. It is related that on one oceasion he returned unex peetedly 
to one of his estates, and found a merry company of Jews there, singing 
holiday songs. The Jews were startled by his arrival, but on learning that 
our brethren were celebrating the Feast of Tabernacles, he asked them to 
continue their festivities. 

GENERAL KAULBARS SUPERSEDED. 

General Kaulbars, who has been superseded in the southern command 
by General Zarubayeff, will ever remain notorious for his culpable negligence 
in failing to suppress the appalling massacre of the Jews in Odessa in 
October, 1905-a massacre which lasted several wecks, and which Kaulbars 
encouraged by ail the means in his power.— Morning Leader.

It is cratitying to leara that the questioa of Jewish boys and girls being 
educated at Catholic schools and conveats is reseiving attention. The Rev. 
Dr. Landau has preached upon the subject, and he bas received assurance 
of help from Mr. Sam Marks towards any scheme that is likely to prove 
successfal, There has beca some talk of foanding a Jewish Higher Grade 
School, but such. an undertakiog is not likely to succeed, at any rate at 
present, partly because of the enormous expense such ai scheme 
would entail, aod partly because a reputation would have to be created 
before the school would be accepted as a fit and proper establish- 
ment to which to trust the children. This latter would take time, 
especially a3, owing to a little racial failiog, a large amount of success 
would be needed before a proper distinction had been achieved for a fashion 
to be created. The need i3 an immediate one, so that some other solution 
mast be looked for. Luckily this is not difficalt. We have in Johanaesburg 
several excellent Governmenat schools both for boys and girls, and these 
schools are undenomioational. In connection with two of them it would be 
an easy matter to establish Jewish boarding-houses on the same lines as 
those attached to several English publie schools. It is not at all unlikely 
that some move might be made on these lines dependent upon the securing 
of the services of the right ladies and gentlemen to make the scheme 
successful. 

We are being favoured at present with a long visit of the Wallenstein 
Yiddish Theatrical Company, who are:appearing at the Gaiety Theatre. 
Their acting is quite a revelation, and after seeing one of their performances 
one can easily understand why the English stage has so many Jewish stars. 
The Wallenstein Company is certainly one of the best that have appeared in 
Africa, and they certainly deserve all the support they get. 

At the Transvaal Military Tournament, the Cadet Company attached to 
the Jewish Government School showed that there are realms besides those 
of learaing in which the Jew is not a whit behind his Geatile fellow-citizen. 
In the competition for the smartest section of cadets, including all that an 
ordinary volunteer is supposed to know in addition to physical drill, they 
first of all tied for tbe premiership with last year’s holders, the Middleburg 
Company, and after further tests were awarded first place. The 
competition was exceediogly keen, there being sixteen teams entered from 
all parts of the Transvaal inclading Johannesburg, Pretoria, Heidelberg,

Beksburg, ete. The excellence of the winning team can be. gauged 
from the fact that they lost only ten points in a total of 
310. This is the first time that the championship has been 
held by a Johannesburg company, and it is a matter fur congratu- 


lation that the Jewish School Company have been the means of conferring 
that honeur on the town. The winning team was trained by Lieut. 1. H. 
Harris. There is more in this victory than the mere winning of a competition. 
‘To those who understand it is evideat that the ability to produce such a 
yesult argues a high state of discipline in the school, especially as there was 
the keenest and most wholesome competition among the boys themselves as 
to who shoald form the tournament team. It is therefore a real matter for 
regret that the interest taken by the community in the Jewish School of late 
years has been a negligible quantity. With the passiog of the last Education 
Act and the consequent withdrawal of religious instraction from the 
curriculum, the school seemed to drop out of existence as far as 
the community was concerned, The fact that the school continued in a far 
higher degree than any other Jewish institution to perform its noble work 
of moulding good citizens coanted for Jittle. The school was no longer 
kosher, for Rabbinical supervision was no longer permitted. And because of 
this an excellent opportunity for settling the vexed question of religious 
education is being allowed to slip by. 

At the recent examination for High School Bursaries the following pupils 
of the Jewish Goverameat School were successful: —Sarah Appelbaum, Joe 
Daleski and Lionel Lazarus. 

A military Chanucah service -was held at the Park Station Synagogue, 
there being present, Lieut.-Col. Macdonald, Capt. A. M. Abrahams, Capt. 
Lazarus, Capt. Van Meatz, Lieat. 1. H. Harris and about 100 Cadets and 
Volanteers, in addition to a very large congregation. The service was con- 
ducted by the Rev. S. Manne, assisted by a well-trained special choir and 
orchestra, under the leadership of the Rey. D. Hirschowitz. The Rey. Dr. 
J. L. Landau delivered the sermon. After the service the military were 
entertained by the Committee of the congregation in the adjoining school- 
room. The Vice-President, Mr. J. Isaacs, proposed the toast of “ His Majesty's 
Forces,” and Capt. Abrahams responded. 

Mr. M. Alexander writes to us: In your issue of November 26th, the 
following news from Cape Towa appeared :— 

An interesting report has been submitted to Parliament by the 


Cape Town. Immigration Department. Up to the present immigrants have not 
been allowed to land without producing £20, and little else has been 
required ofthem. The Act is now being altered, the salient points are that a more 


eevere education test will be insisted on and the monetary qualification abolished. 
There will be stronger enquiries into character, a poll-tax will be levied on all alien 
immigrants, and a Board will be appointed at each port for the purpose of investiga- 
tion. Should it be fouad in two years that the immigrant becomes a public charge or 
is otherwise undesirable, he will be deported. 

The above is not a correct statement of the facts, and is likely to mislead 
intending immigrants. Your correspondent was probably referring to the 
report of the Select Committee on the Emigration Department, which 
reported to the Legislative Council on the 10th of November last, when the 
report was considered and adopted. Neither the law nor the regulations, 
however, will be altered for the present, as the matter is left over for the 
consideration of the Union Parliament. To put the matter beyond all 


possible doubt, I have communicated with the Colonial Secretary (Hon. 
N. F. de Waal), and IT quote his exact words contained ia a letter, which was 
sent tome on the subject.

CANADA. 


On December 10th, a testimonial was presented to Mr. Jacob L. Samuel, 
of this city, in recognition of his long services as an honorary officer of the 
Congregation of Spanish and Portuguese Jews, “ Shearith 
Israel.” Probably no man living among the Jews of Montre:! 
to-day has had so long a career in communal activities, and 
there are few men who have been more popular, or more rightly merited the 
high esteem of the Jewish citizens of this city than Mr. Samuel. He has, 
for over half-a-century, been a trustee of the Montreal Spanish and Portu- 
guese Svnagegue, and during the greater part of that time he has bec: 
Honorary Secretary and always a most zealous worker. The testimonial! 
presented to him was in the form of an illuminated address, accompanied by 
a purse for a handsome amount. The presentat ion took place in the Vestry 
Rooms of the Spanish und Portuguese Svnagogue, and a large number of 
members were present to show their appreciation of Me. Samuel's services. 
The address was read by the President, Mr. 1. S. Goldenstein, and man \ 
members spoke in eulogistic terms of the high regard in which Mr. 
Samuel was held by them. Mr.Samuel replied in suitable and fceling terms, 
in which be said that he had been more than repaid by the way the syna 
Logie had prospered during his connection with it. 

Mr. Samuet was born in London (England), and came to Montreal when » 
young manin 1850. At that time Montreal was then bat a struggling town 
with but one synagogue, the Spanish and Portuguese, and a total Jewish 
population of only a tew bundreds. He has watched the growth of the com. 
munity to an extent undreamed of in his early days. Throughout all these 
years he has taken an active part in our Jewish communal life, and besides 
his connection with the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue was identified 
with many of oue charitable movements in the days when workers were few. 
For quite anumnber of years he was on the Board of the Young Men's Hebrew 
Benevolent Society, now known as the Baron de Hirsch Institute, and was 
for some time President of the Society. There is one gift Mr. Samuel 
possesses which has given him an exceptional position in our midst, and that 
is his beautiful tenor voice. It is a voice whose eharm and sweetness bias 
endured even to the present day,and he has been heard in publie on a 
number of notable occasions. In 1860, when our present King, then Prince 
of Wales, visited Montreal, Mr. Jacob Samuel was one ef those who sang with 
Patti before bim. 

To the December number of the University Magazine, Mr. Bram de Sola, 
son of the Rey. Meldola de Sola, and a Senior Arts man at McGill University, 
contributes an article on the apparently eternal school question. Mr. de 
Sola deals with the subject from the time it actually became a question, 
and makes a strong plea for the establishment throughout Canada of 1 
——— School system, which would weld our different nationalities into one 
peoptie. 

The Rev. Moses 8. Zavitz, Rabbi of Pittsburg and Vice-President of the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis of America and Canada; and Rabbi Israel Rosen- 
burg, of Burlington, who has the same position on the Union, have just 
visited Montreal.

OBITUARY. 


Mr. WILLIAM SELIGMAN. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


PARIS, January 10. 

Mr. William Seligman, who has just died at the age of vighty-eight, was 
one of the most popal ir figures and one of the most venerated persons In the 
American colony of Paris. Well known as a banker, and as a large-hearted 
philanthropist, Mr. Seligman had a noble career and until very recently he 
took a very active part in public affairs. 

Born at Baiersdorf, in Bavaria, in 1822, he for some time attended the 
University of Erlangen. He left for America when still voung, and at first 
entered the service of the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Co. After residing 
in San Franciseo, he settled in New York in 1852 to carry on a banking 
business. In 1869 he went to Paris as representative of the firm of J. and 
W. Seligman, New York, and sabsequently became bead of Seligman Bros. 
in the French Capital. Very active and greatly esteemed in Parisian high 
financial circles, he was also one of the most notable members of the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Paris, of which he was the doyen. Ever) 
vear at its banquets he delivered a speech, in which he reviewed the 
economic situation in the United States and the relations of that country 
with other Powers. As he was a thorough Jew at heart and deplored the 
oppression of his coreligionists in certain countries, he never failed in his 
speeches to contrast the spirit of tolerance in the United States with the 
persecations of the Jews by certain European governments. He was 
always extremely happy in the remarks which he mace at these gatherings. 

The funeral took place yesterday in the presence of a very large 
gathering. As Mr. Seligman had been an officer of the Legion ol Honour, 
military honours were paid to him by a deputation of officers of the Paris 
Garrison. Besides his children and grandchildren (one of the latter is the 
celebrated dramatic author, Henri Bernstein) who were chief mourners, those 
present incladed the principal members of the American colony, «a deputation 
from the Chamber of Commerce, MM. Henri and Emile Deatseh de la Meurthe, 
M. and Mme. Max Behrens, M. Thompson, ex-Mivister of Marine, Baron 
Maurice de Giinzburg, Viscount Foy, M. Louis Dreytus and M. David Weill. 
The prayers were read by Rabbi Metzger, and the interment took place in 
the Montmartre Cemetery.

WITH MISS AGNES DEANS CAMERON. 


It is venerally eoneeded that there are tourists and tourists. The one 
plans his itinerary upon lines thoughtfully laid down for him b\ the ubiquitous 
Cook's. The other strikes out for himself, dis- 
eards the beaten track, uses his eves instead of 
his guide book, and naturally reaps the 
advantages and tastes of the joys attendant 
upon his own initiative, Let others travel upon 
the lines that offer the least resistance. The 
tourist of an original turn of mind maps out bis 
own journey, and is rewarded a thousandfold, 
Of this class isthe independent traveller, the 
friend of human-kind, the observer. 

Such a one is Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, a 
lady who bas just completed a journey of ten 
thousand miles into the northernmost portion of 
Canada, and has saccessfully traversed a vast 
region towards the Pole. Miss Cameron, it may 
at once be observed, has a considerable reputa- 
tion in Canada as an explorer, writer and 
lecturer. 

At first sight, there would appear to be little 
of specifically Jewish interest in this lady's 
feats of exploration,.in ber discovery of two 
ne tribes despite the jocular as-er- 
the Semitic origin of the word Kkskimo—or in the wonderful stories 
she has brought back, to use her own description, of “ Canada’s third dimen- 
sion, a diameter that cuts through the Belt of Wheat. and Belt of Fur, 
beyioning south at the international boundary, and ending where, in his 
Winter-ighoo the Arctic Eskimo lives and loves after his kind and works out 
his own destiny.” 

As a matter of interesting fact, Miss Cameron proves to be deeply 
absorbed, as a thoughtful observer, in the many projects that have cropped 
up Within recent years, aiming at the distribution of those of our people who 
sigh for alife upon the land. Miss Cameron is extremely sympathetic, and 
as bebat with her in the cosy offices of the Canadian Emigration Department 
(writes JEWISH CHRON LE representative), but be deeply interested 
In her views upon Canadian Jewry in esse and in posse. She is moved by the 
Sicht of sturdy fellows wearing their lives away at sewing machine and on 
tuilor’s ber: i her thovgehts revert to the pastoral life of our people in 
Ages, and to the indelible pages thut are destined Vet to written 
by them in Canadian history. 

Can you tell me what part Jews bave played in Canadian development ? 

“In INS] we had in the whole of Canada fewer than 670 Jews ; in twenty 
vears from that date the number had grown to 16,150. Since then our official 
returns show 39.000 additional Jewish immicraats entering Canada. Over and 
above these, doubtless should be added many others who classify, themselves 
under the general caption of * Russians.” Montreal to-day claims 30,000 Jewish 
people; Toronto 16,000; Winnipeg perhaps 7,500. Our three prairie 
provinces each bas a considerable quota of Jewish folk, the central province 
of the three, Saskatchewan, baving more than one fairly prosperous farm colony 
of Hebrews. ©f these, the most important are at Hirsch and Wapella.” 

What country provides the greater number of your immigrants ? 

* The larger number of our Canadian Jewish immigrants come originally 
from either Austria, Roumania, or Russia, many of them having nsed England 
as a stepping-stone in coming across. Baron Hirsch, the Rothschilds, and 
other wealthy co-religionists have assisted many Jews to emigrate hither. 
The Hirsch Institute and Hebrew Benevolent Society of Montreal in the one 
year 1906 handled 5,665 Jewish immigrants, nearly 800 of these being 
children. Here is a table which will show the European nationalities of 
these arrivals :—

“These people, upon entering Canada, became widely distributed, 
spreading themselves over five Provinces. It may be interesting to note 
just exactly where they went. They were scattered as follows:

Winnipeg, Manitoba, 60; Shelburne, Nova Scotia, 56: Collingwood. Qptario, 52: 

Quebec, 34; Hyslop, Ontario, 34: Li, erpool, 
Nova Scotia, 30; Black Lake, Quebec, 27; Brantford, Ontario, 26: Algoma. | ntario,

“In addition to these, the Canadian Pacific Railway Construction took 
fifteen of these newly-arrived workers, while over 150 immediately crossed 
the international line to join relatives in the United States to the south. 
All the rest fonnd employment at once in Montreal.” 

Krom an educational standpoint, what is the position of Canadian Jewry ? 

“It will surprise the uninitiated to learn that out of a total of 10,000 
school children under the Protestant School Commission of Montreal, more 
than a third are Jewish.” 

In the course of your travels, what has struck you most amongst Canada’s 
Jewish immigrants ? 

“Observant Canadians notice among them very marked national 
differences. The Galician Jew is the poorest in worldly goods ; the Hungarian 
Jew is adventurous; the Jew from Western Russia is orthodox: the Jew from 
Southern Russia as a rule keeps very few of his traditional religious 
observances when he comes to Canada. Here we see again, in spite of the 
maxim ‘a Jew is aJew all the world over,’ that it is dangerous to generalise.” 

And their characteristics ? 

“ Well, in spite of these differences, we cannot fail to apprehend certain 
racial characteristics which all our Jewish immigrants share in common. As 
a rule they are all thrifty, they come to us poor, and somehow they become 
rich. They often look weak, ill-nourished and ineffective, yet their death- 
rate is comparatively low. Their religion induces them to observe some very 
salutary sanitary laws. They ure exceedingly generous to the poor of their 
own number, Last, yet first, they are a nation of thinkers, and very highly 
value the generous education provided by Canada for all her people. ‘Old and

a working knowledge of English. With the new language as an endowm it, 
at once they plunge into a very debauch of miscellaneous reading.

Heis a lieutenant in the Saffolk Yeomanry, a member of the 
Emigration Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and of the 
Committee of the Hutchison House Clab. He was also formerly Hon. 
Secretary of the Emigration Committee of the Board of Guardians and also 
of the Jewish Emivrants’ Information Bureau, 


Mr. PERCY A. HARRIS (L.), Middlesex (Harrow)—(Lib. maj. 416). 

Mr. Perey Harris, who is one of the Progressive members of the London 
County Council for South-West Bethnal Green, where Mr. Robert M. Sebag- 
Montefiore was one of his opponents three years ago, is a son of Mr. Wolf 
Harris, well-known as a Warden of the New West End Synagogue. He was 
elected to the County Council on his second attempt. He has previously 
been unsuccessful in his efforts to enter Parliament, for at the last Genera! 
Election he was the Liberal candidate for the Asbford division of Kent. 
His present constitucacy, including a portion of Kilburn as well as the

Having suggested this preposterous claim, Mr. Lloyd George seeks to justify it 
with very dubious history. Nothing, indeed, could be less fair than his contrast of 
ihe two Houses on the Jewish question. It is quite true that the House of Lords 

layed the final stages of Jewish emancipation for twenty years after the Commons 
ai made up their minds; butif this is a reproach to them, it is legitimate to ask 
now long the Lower House itself required for its share of the task’ The answer is 
shout two hundred years. As far back as 1660 the Commons were invited by the 
(‘rown to take action for the regularisation of the civil status of the Jews, but they 
nade no response. When in 1875 the first important step was taken by Mr. Pelham’s 
famous Jew Bill, it wasin the House of Lords that the measure was initiated and first 
passed while in the Commons it met with a violent opposition. Nor did the Commons 
n the following year lift a finger to resist the bigoted clamour from outside which 
lemanded and obtained the repeal of the Act. Then for three-juarters of a century 
neither House touched the question ; and when in the thirties it was taken up again 
it was only on the single point of the admission of the Jews to Parliament—primarily 
a rich man’s question—that ahy serious difference arose. All the other stages of 
emancipation were fairly evenly divided between both Houses and both political 
Parties. Thus the Sheriffs Declaration Act of 1855 was the work of Sir John 
‘‘ampbell, who introduced it into the Commons; and the author of the Municipal 
‘ifices Act of 1845, which completed Jewish municipal emancipation, was Lord 
Lyndhurst, who piloted it through the House of Lords before it came before the 
Commons. Clearly then it is an exaggeration to picture the House of Lords as the 
iveterate foe of the “ political liberty of the Jews In regard to one privilege they 
were certainly a little slower than the Commons, but that in sober truth is the worst 
that can be said of them As to Mr. Lloyd (;eorge s claim to the apostolical succes- 
sion of the Whig statesmen who advocated and carried Jewish emancipation, | douht 
whether it is any more valid than his history. Pelham, Melbourne, Campbell, 
Russell, and Macaulay are names one does not readily associate with his Budget and 
with the proposed abolition of the House of Lords 

Mr. Lloyd George's claim for Jewish or indeed any support on grounds of 
political gratitude, or even of Liberal principles and party allegiance, is all the more

Sin,—lI venture to point out through your columns that all attempts to 


create a so-called “ Jewish vote” by appealing to separatist interests in 
this crisis, are very deplorable. . There hever was an occasion when it wasso 
little jastifiable. It is easy enough to sugvest to those of our coreligionists 
who have not studied English polit ics for themselves, that this party or that 
party have done more or less, or are likely to do more or less for special 
interests which may be called“ Jewish interests.’ When by the efforts 
and victory of the Liberal Party over fifty vears ago Jewish emancipation 


was won it was” perfectly natural that for a veneration Jews 
should support the Party which had emancipated them. But it should 


never be forgotten that emancipation would have been a questionable boon 
if it had not conferred absolute independence tpn the emancipated, It was 
certainly never intended by the great men who fought for it, namely, 
Macaulay, Graham, the Mills, Lord John Russell and Gjadstone, merely to 
swell the ranks of their own party. They would have been the first to 
repudiate the idea that a Jew was for all time to be the servant of those who 
might claim succession in the leadership of the Liberal Party. The conten- 
tion for Jewish emancipation was always based on the assumption that a Jew 
ig as Capable as a non-Jew of forming his own political judgment upon the 
particular issues which might from time totime arise aflecting the interests 
of the British Empire; and that the fact of his being a Jew would not warp 
his judgment and make him approach English political problems from any 
point of view different from that of a non-Jew. And, to the credit of our 
community, it may be said that these contentions have been completely 
vindicated. 

How eusy it is to say that the Conservative Party carried the Aliens Act, 
and thatthe Liberal Party did not go out of their way to mitigate the severity 
of its administration, notwithstanding all the representations of the Board of 
Deputies during the last four years. It is also casy tosay that no Priine Minister 
or Foreign Minister has shown such active sympathy with our anxieties for 
our coreligionists suffering persecution abroad than Mr. Balfour and Lord 
Lansdowne, and none so little as Mr. Asquith and Sir Edward Grey. And 
the balance can be carried farther in regard to our schools and other matters 
which particularly affect the Jewish community. 

But the appeal to the country on this occasion is primarily upon the 
question of maintaining or abolishing the Second Chamber; whether the 
House of Commons is to have the exclusive power of carrying into law 
within « single Parliament gigantic changes upon matters which have never 
been submitted to the electorate. This is the supreme issue, even above and 
beyond the question of Tariff Reform. Personally, as a Liberal and a Free 
Trader, if Lhad six votes, 1 would give them all to the Unionist and Con- 
servative candidate at this election, because I believe that the only guarantee 
for the working of a great democracy is to be found in an independent 
Second Chamber, such as our present House of Lords. No one can have 
watched the pendulum since the first Reform Act of -1832 without 
realising the distinction between a temporary wave of public opinion 
and the stable or permanent views of the majority of the nation. 
You cannot safeguard that stable and permanent element in the nation’s 
character unless you have one branch of the legislature which is itself 
permanent. This principle is in danger at the present General Election. 

If Jews allow, or Catholics or Nonconformists allow, their special views 
on matters affecting their denominations to take precedence in their choice 
of parties the supreme issue might be obscured, and we could never arrive 
at the true decision of the country as a whole upon this supreme constitu- 
tional issue.

A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday, at the 
offices of the Board, There were present : 

Vir. Leonard L. Cohen, President in the Chair, Sir Herbert Cohen, Rev. J. F- 
Stern. Messrs. J. M. Ansell, A. P. Cohen. A. E. Franklin, M. A. Green, M. Harris, 
W. Harris, L. Jacob, H. R. Levinsohn, L. Magnus, Morley, F. Morley, Rosenfeld, 
J. Samuel, L. R. Schloss, A. b.. Sydney. 

On the motion ol the PRESIDENT, votes of condolence were passed to the 
families of the late Mr. David Hvam and Mr. Louis A. Nathan. 

The PRESIDENT reported that by a wifteof Mr. Leonard Schlesinger, the 
Kate Schlesinger Apprentices’ Home of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum had been founded, with the proviso that if at any time the objects 
of F he rift coasedt to be carried out, the money should revert to the Board. 
The Home was being abandoned, but under a scheme of the Charity 
Commissioners an arrangement was being made by which the apprentices 
would be housed at the Emily Harris Home. The Board had been asked for 
its approval, and the kxvecutive Committee recommended that no opposition 
be offered to the scheme subjeet to its provisions being submitted to and 
approved by the Hon. Solicitor of the Board (Mr. A. FE. Sydney) and the 
President. 

The recommendation was agreed to, 

The PRESIDENT moved the adoption of another reeommendation of the 
Executive Committee providing for the alteration of a law to give power to 
the Relief Committee to grant loans up to £100 without security for the 
purpose of setting: Up hew applicants in business, such loans to be approved 
by one of the Hon. Officers of the Board and one of the Hon. Officers of the 
Loan Committee. He explained that the capital of the Hirseh Fund, which 
had been at first eheroached upon by the Loan Committee, was now intact, 
and the increased income would perait of the course proposed, it must be 
understood, however, that the eare would have to be exercised 
in) granting these loans, Ww hich would not be available for assisting prererpales ta 
their creditors, 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN seconded the motion. 

LIONEI asked it was proposed to take this work out of 
the hands of the Loan Committee, which had all the machinery for dealing 
with it. 

Mr. J. M. ANSELL, Chairman of the Loan Committee, said that the essence 
of these loans was expedition, and the alteration was proposed with a view 
rio promoting despatch, as ver\ olten a considerable elapsed bet ween 


the making of the application and @ mecting of the Loan Committee. He had 
not eonsulted his colleagues on the Committee as he had not been sure 


whether it would meet with the approval of the Executive Committee. 

MR. FRANKLIN Said that he thought the Loan Committcve should be 
eonsulted before the recommendation was adopted, and he withdrew his 
support of the recommendation. 

After farther conversation it was decided to refer the proposal to the 
Loan Committee for its opinion. 

The following gifts were reported: £3,000 from the executors of the 
late Mr. E. A. Franklin; £150 in tickets from the Bread, Meat and Coal 
Society : L100 from the executors of the late Mr. A. Rosenfeld; £160 from the 
East End Aid Society: £45 from the Dalston Synagogue Aid Society, and 
from the Aldgate Freedom Foundation. 

The Presipexntr stated that the progress of the appeal was not 
satisfactory.

instruction is given as 35,212, as against 52,548 last vear. This is a very con- 
siderable differe nee, the explanation of which is, perhaps, to lee looked for in 
the 2.000 children attending the six sehools enumerated for the first time. 
The verious charities of the metropolis appear to have disbursed in 1908 
some £42,000 less than in the previous year—a fact that would be accounted 
for by the recent spell of commercial depression. Now that things are on 
the mend we look for an improvement in the figures of 1909. There is a 
noticeable growth in the number of clubs and social institutions. The 
expansion of Zionist activity in the British Empire isfally reflected in the 
“Jewish Year Book,” which devotes ten pages to Zionist institutions as 
against eight-and-a-half last vear. Only one new congregation, that at Wood 


Green, appears to have been established in the outskirts of London during 
the past year.

We always turn with pleasure to the portion of this work that deals 
with “General Jewish Statistics.” The editor has computed the Jewish 
population of London at 150,000—“an advance of 8,000 on the figures 
of two years ago.” He adds: “ These figures are not to be interpreted as 
signifying that there has been a growth of London's population in two 
years of 8,000. Bat they stand for two facts (a) that there has heen a materia! 
increase in the population during that period, and (6) that the present 
reund figares are nearer 150,000 than 140,000." We much prefer Mr. Harris’ 
present figures to those he gave last year. This increase and the growth 
of the provincial population account for the present figures of the United 
Kingdom, which stand at 240,516. Mr. Harris provides also statistics of the 
Jews for the whole world, caleulating the number of Jews on earth as 
11,670,000. Mr. Harris gives a number of additional populations of towns and 
cities in the present issue—Czernowitz, Tunis, Belgrade, Monastir, Crajona, 
Casablanca, and the city of Mexico, which has a Jewish population of 500. 

Passing over many features of interest, we come to the Communal 
Directory, in Which we observe a large number of new names, and miss many 
old ones. “* Books of Reference,” is improved by a special index on the first 
page (p. 432) of the subjects classified, which should be a help to readers. 
Books are ranged under forty-nine heads. There are about forty additional 
items in the * General Index.” 

The “ Retrospect of 1909" is an interesting section running to thirty- 
two pages, and gives a carefal survey of affairs all over the world which 
deserves the attention of stadents of contemporary Jewish history. The 
whole work from year to year the editor labours to render, and succeeds in 
making, increasingly useful, and the “Jewish Year Book” necessarily grows 


more and more indispensable as the community increases in size and

Vol f: vad no right to tender his resignation to the Congress until he 


had ired a fit successor to the leadership he wished to relinquish. 
(gain. they had one man who went up to the tribune without any authority 
wd asked that the Jewish Colonial Trust should be transferred to Palestine. 


He hadt he least doubt that that gentlemen thought he knew more about 
the J sh Colonial Trust than anyone else connected with it, and thoucht 
is guiie unnecessary to consult Dr. Katzenelsobn or Heer hann, who 
were merely Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Board. But the Manager 
ofthe Trust vas there—anexpert banker—andeven be wasnot consulted. Mr. 
Cow sain, to his mind, did not exerciset hatdiplomatic niceness,ifsohemicht 
say. in tis letters to Professor Warburg and but for an excited English 
delega hose letters would not bave been discussed at Congress, as indeed 


they shouid have not. He knew a large number of Zionists who snevcred at 
orgin sation, Whose minds were of that build that they could not seeanything 
good, bur rither the reverse, in organisation. But were he asked what great 


hing Hlerzi did, he would answer that the greatest thing Hérzl accomplished 
was tobegin theorganisation of Jewry ona wide basis. Yet when the Congress 
parted they were still unable to decide upon a governing council. That 
marked, if anything, the loss of Herzl. There emerged one lesson from the 


Congres~ ch, he thought, all must recognise and that was, that there were 
diferng trends in the movement. He was content to believe that all who 
held d lcrent opinions from himself were equally earnest and good Zionists. 
Heid not think differences should exist —naturally none of them did. Burt 
the dilerence existed and endeavours should be made to weld these 
jifering opinions and not exelude any of them. He did not hesitate to say 
that Congress made 
A FATAL ERROR 
in allowing good Zionists to become territorialists, as he felt certain, 
with a little less narrow-mindedness that. could have been avoided. He 
Qiphasised these facts because he thought it was time they should try to 
bevinningin England. Here they hada divisionand differing trends. 
He, of course, Was speaking only for himself, and not in any sense officially, 
but it occurred to himthat they should endeavour to set an example to the 
Zionists ot the world, and should try tosee whether they could not accome- 
late the ~- differences of opinion instead of maintaining internecine strife. 
It might be, he thought, a good thing to form two societies in England, thus 
recognising «nd providing for the differences that existed. These sections 
eould work dlependently up to a point—perhaps there might be allocated to 
thet seperate spheres of influence. Then these two societies could federate

They could do more propaganda work which must neces- 
sarily be done outside Palestine, and which would also be of great 
value to the movement, and hasten and encourage their work in Pales- 
tine. Indeed, propaganda work, to his mind preceded everything else. 
lle asked them not to think that he was inthe least pessimistic nm reg im to 
the movement. Very far from it. He bid come away from Congress con- 
Vinced that he was as much to blame as anybody else, and that he must share 
the blame for the lack of energy and exertion which allowed their Orgahisia- 
tion to drift to the state in which they found it. They must put more and 
better work into the movement. Whilst recognising all differences, they 
must find means of working hand in band and shoulder to shoulder. The 
Jewish cause still remained to be solved. They all were 
STILL IN “Gortts,” 

in the degraded position which was reserved for the landless, homeless Jew, 
one which, as men, they should be ashamedof. He was nota Zionistin a hurry, 
but he felt disappointed that after their vears of work they were so little 
organised, so little disciplined. Phat was the firat step in their movement, 
and the Hambarg Congress wave this message to the Zionists throughout the 
world: Organise! Organise !! Organise !!'—or vour fondest hooves are vain 
ind your best work will come to nought. Cheers. 

Mr. RtOBENSTEIN thanked the members for electing him as their 
delegate to the Congress, The best news he brought back was that 
their wishes had been realised in so. far as no change of government had 
taken place and that Mr. Wolffsohn remained at the head of the Zionist move- 
ment. He confessed to having very little to add to what the Chairman had 
Suidand ty what had already appeared in the Jewish Press. He thought, 
however, that the Chairman had expressed a too pessimistic tone with 
regard to the future of Zionism. -That Zionism was making headway could 
be seen from the four hundred enthusiasts whe had gathered from all parts of 
the world at Hamburg during very trying weather to further their movement. 
He thought that it was only those who did not work on behalf of Zionism 
who looked askance at it, and whe continually kept on asking what 
Zionism had achieved. These who did work for it knew the difficulties that 
in the sod had ti be cleared. The deley ites W he were assembled 
at Hambure did not expect that Congress would obtain coneessions of the 
Young Turks, or that the eapital of the Jewish Colonial Trust would have 
doubled itselfas if by magic. But, assuredly, progress had been made, and 
it now remained for all the separate ass weiattons, working on behall 
of Zionism, to unite in) one effort. by that means their goal 
would be mach more e@sily attained. It was important also tbat they 
should endeavour to make the 

MoRE INFLUENTIAL PART OF JEWRY) 

take an active intefest in Zionism. Proceeding, he said that if only one 
Jew from each city throughout the countries of their dispersion settled 
in Palestine suceess would eventually come, because those settlers would 
be the means of attracting others. He referred to the great strides 
already made by comparatively small number of Jews in Palestine, many 
flourishing industries being now in their hands, He made a passing allusion 
to the Russian delegates and explained their excitement by their strong 
desire to do good for their oppressed brethren. But if the Russian 
delegates eould be described as restless and at times unruly, much worse 
must be said of the behaviour of the English delegates. One gentleman in 
particular seemed to have gone to the Congress with no other idea except 
that of introducing personal matters, and instead of saying semething for 
the good of the cause he preferred to hammer away at a certain letter Mr. 
Cowen had sent to Professor Warburg. He thought that was a _ dis- 
grace tothe English delegation and to the Society which that gentleman 
represented, But the outcome of it all was that Professor Warburg bimself 
had generously declined taking offence. at the correspondence, and 
bevgeed Congress not to waste time and pass to the order of the day. He 
deprecated the Chairman's suggestion with reference to having two 
Federations, as he did not believe it would advance Zionism in this country. 
It would: be appropriate if the Bnei Zion Association which celebrated 
its majority that day, and was the pioneer of Zionism in England, took 
measures to unite all sections and to avoid all unnecessary splitting in the 
future. (Cheers.) 

In his opening remarks, Mr. CoWEN referred to his correspondence with 
Professor Warburg, which formed the subject of some comment at the Con- 
eress. He said that hé had only written in a private capacity to the 
Professor in answer to a letter he had received from that gentleman asking 
him to become a shareholder ia the Palestine Land Development Co., telling 
him that be could not support ideas which resembled those of children 
always seeking a new toy. In his reply, Professor Warburg declared that 
he (Mr. Cowen), as one of the directors of the Jewish Colonial Trust, pre- 
ferred the larger share of the capital of the Bank to be devoted to business 
in Europe. That statement Mr. Cowen characterised as being 
absolutely the reverse of the trath. Had Professor Warburg taken the 
trouble, said Mr. Cowen, to peruse the balance-sheets of the Trust, he would 
find that exactly the opposite was the truth, for the large proportion of the 
capital of the Bank was invested in Palestine and the Orient. Asa matter 
of fact, there had been a moment when 

Foun-FIvTus OF THE MONEY oF THE BANK 
wasin Palestine,and only one-fifth was utilised for business purposesin Europe, 
and the Anglo-Palestine Co. could at any moment receive as much of 
the capital of the Bank as they demanded. tn face of this he could 
not see how Professor Warburg had dared to say what he did. 
Alluding to what the Professor said about waiting for the 
Powers to hand over Palestine, Mr. Cowen Said that no one had 
ever before uttered a worse implication and that utterance was aggravated 
since it emanated from a Zionist leader. He did not mention these things at 
Congress because be thought he would not be doing Zionism any service, 
But he hoped the outcome of the correspondence would make Professor 
Warburg more careful as to what he wrote in the future, Referring to 
matters in Turkey, he thought that the reign of absolutism and despotism 
was over for all time and that the regime which bad now come into power in 
Turkey had come to stay. There were very few countries—he could 
net think of a single instance—where once a_ constitution having 
been set up, it relapsed into absolutism. He thought that one 
part of the Basle programme had heen realised without any effort 
on their part, by this change in the Ottoman Empire. But still they must 
exercise very great care in what was known as doing practical work in 
Palestine, and much as he would like to see practical work done there, as 
a director of the Bank he would not raise a finger on behalf of any scheme 
which he was convinced was not practical and in Which he would not be 
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prepared to invest his own money. Coming down to events at the Congress, 


he said that the strangest thing of all was that those at the Congress were 
fighting not apon any

and that their thirteen years of work had not) vet evidently been 
sufficient to implant that amount of confidence one another that 
Was so necessary for the benefit of the movement. He had the 


pleasure of proposing a resolution to the Eoglish delegates, which was 
carried unanimously, except, of course, with the «disapproval of Dr. 
Daiches, to the effect that two other names should be added to the three 
who controlled the movement during the last two years. thouwht 
that seven, which was proposed by the Russian delegation, was too large a 
number and impractical, as previous experience had shown. The names he 
proposed should be added to the Actions Committee were Dr. Tschlenow, of 
Russia, and Mr. L. J. Greenberg. He was deputed to visit the Russian dele- 
gates with the idea of bringing them round to the view of the English 


delegates, bat the’ Rassian delegates, who had received him very 
kindly, said that they did not see sufficient reason to go back 
on their resolution, which they had passed after a whole 
week's debate. He pointed out to them that they had no right to 


insist upon seven, seeing that they did not know where to find the seven. 
Exeellent as he had found the Russian delegates as critics, he found them 
worthless as organisers, for no sooner had they built up their seven than 
three fell out. Mr. Cowen complained of the way resolutions at Congress 
were Suddenly sprung upon them. But in spite of all these undercurrents, 
the Congress, so far as the outer world was concerned, was a tremendous 
success. To illustrate the advancement that Zionism had made, he re-called 
the faet that some vears ago, when they desired to hold a Congress in another 
(ierman town, Munich, the Jewish authorities forbade them. In conclusion, 
he said that he was convinced that they were going to succeed in the end, 
the ship had been launched, and they would enter safely in the harbour. 
Cheers. 

Mr. V. SHAPERO, in proposing a resolution expressing full confidence in 
their leader, Herr Wolffsohn, deplored the attitude taken up by Dr. Daiches 
towards Mr. Cowen at the Congress. 

Mr. FRIFDENHEIM seconded and Mr. SMITH supported the resolution, 
which was carried unanimously. 


THE BEZALEL SCHOOL. 

The annual report of the Bezalel School speaks in very optimistie strain 

of the Pro“ress made during the past yeur. Not onl\ wits the burden ot 
debt wiped out, but the school was able to command a capital of 20,000 franes. 
The artistic products of the school show a marked improvement on those 
previously turned ont. In the manufacture of Persian carpets the school 
hopes to create a new industry in Palestine. The demand for the filigree 
work produced at the school great ly exceeded the supply. In copper work 
and art frames the school has also done fine work. The institution has now 
heen established for 3' years and has gathered round it a tine bevy of skilled 
work-people of both sexes, numbering over lot. A considerable increase in 
the personnel is anticipated in the current vear. The report 


contains 
photographs of some of the ateliers of the school.

The Shecheta Board. the Public, and the Butchers. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—In the last issue of vour journal there appeared a paragraph calling 
attention tothe fact that the Board of Shecheta had issued a new form of 
license, with the condition that it should be prominently exbibited in the 
shop of the licensee. This information is far more important than would 
appear to be the case at first sight. Much, however, depends on the 
co-operation of the Jewish public, and upon their insistence upon the 
prominent disp! iv of the license at establishments where they effect their 
purchases of kosher meat. The new regulation has been framed in the 
interests of the Jewish consumer, and it must be recognised as fair, equit- 
able, reasonable and just. 

Controlling not the smallest business in kosher meat in England, and 
with nearly half-a-centary of practical experience, it is a pleasure to place 
on record the very able manner in Which the Board of Shecheta and its 
Investigating Ollicer are administering its affairs. The democratic spirit now 
prevailing in the Board’s counsels is a happy sign of the times. Delegates 
representiog the wholesale and retail trade are invited to Committee 
meetings of the Board: each side is permitted to express its views, and 
although neither side has voting powers much good aecrues from free 
discussion. 

It may interest your readers to know that prior to the granting of 
licenses last week, the Chairman of the Licensing Committee, reviving a 
pleasant and long-established practice, addressed nearly 300 retail butchers 
und poulterers at the request of the London Jewish Butchers’ and Poulterers’ 
Association. He explained in detail the terms of the license, expressing the 
hope that every attention would be given to the needs of Jewish consumers. 
The outcome of this pleasant informal address was that the meeting of 
retail butchers unanimously decided to support the Board, anil it is no less 
pleasing to be in a position to record that the impression left upon the 
meeting was decidedly good, and in marked contrast to the regrettable 
agitation that we hope has now vanished into the limbo | of past 
unpleasantness. 

It has become amply evident that the poliey of the Board in not 
restricting the supply of kosher meat for the retail butchers. and in thus 
removing onee and for all what bas hitherto been the primary cause of the 
trouble, has borne good fruit, As (it will be recalled) we and your valuable 
journal advocated the facilitating of the retail butchers’ purchases, it may 
not be out of place now to refer to its excellent result in practice, ; 

It is Sincerely to be hoped that the present wise, liberal poliey of the 
Board of Shechita will be continued, that no unseemly agitation will ever 
ruffle the tranquil stream, and that the Board will long have the support of 
butchers and the public in general in its efforts to uphold communal dignity, 
and cater for one of the greatest of the commanity’s needs, j

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THE LATE REV. JOSEPH ASHER. 
—- 
THR EDITOR OF THR “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir, News has just (mid-December) reached me here in Persia o| 
death of the Rev. Joseph Asher, of New York. Though it may seem to 
late in the day, will you permit me to pay a humble tribute to the memo) 
a great and good man in tsrael, Whose powers were a mystery? Perhaps 
one knew the earlier life of the deceased minister more intimately th... | 
knew it: he was my schoolfellow, my friend, my religious confidant 
guide. 

About a quarter of x Century arco, when IT was a small hoy, I first bye 
queerly attracted by another small boy in the Manchester Jews’ Se! 
whose name was Asher. It was an intellectual attraction, though smal! 
are not credited with intellectual workings. Other than intellectua! 
attraction could hardly be, for this particular small boy was poor, rac. 
mirthless and miserable. He was in short a child of the Gh 
Without a mother, without brother or sister, with a penurious fo 
immersed dreamily in Talmudic research, and witha home squalid and cont 
less, little Asher lived in a condition of dismal hermitage, having 
companions but his own solemn thoughts. Small boys are boisterous 
delight in hilarity : this small boy had no contribution to make to our h 
of merriment. But from his arrival at the school he compelled 
attention of both teachers and scholars by his mental alertness, His kn 
ledge of Hebrew was already prodigious: be could translate any passave 
sight. Biblical and Rabbinte tore delighted his leisure more than the rov 
and-tumble of the playground, Later, the Chaldaic and Araniaic writi: 
bean to engage his voluntary private studies. He dreamed of revea 
and popularising for the uniostracted Anglo-Jewish world the treasure. 
erudition buried in the dusty tomes of Israel's misprised literary herits cc 
But it was his curious gift of eloquence that most impressed those to wi) 
he outpoured his mind. There was something unnatural and ancanny 
hearing a boy, with an anhealthily lividface and flashing eyes, break forth « 
will into cascades of rhetorical language. 

When the boy became a young man this surprising power of veheny 
oratory remained his most conspicuous external accomplishment, a 
impressed all hearers by its forcefulness. Nevertheless, it seemed to 
leading nowhere. Compelled by poverty to leave school prematurely, younc 
Asher sought to earn a drab living, as other penniless Jewish youths in 
Manchester essay, but failed. He was unfit by temperament for the manual 
monotony of an artisan’s workshop or for the hustling self-assertiveness of 
the merchant's office, and could see nothing but starvation ahead. After 
time he managed to secure at intervals precarious pittances as a Hebre 
teacher in Taimud Torah schools. Yet all this time he was the light snd 
leader of the local world of young Israel. His mental tire was unquencha!|, 
At the fortnightly debates in the Jewish Working Men's Club,at the Sabbath 
sittings for the Society for the Diflusionof Hebrew knowledge, in the tempora: 
overflow synagogues of the great holiday seasons, his voice was uplitted a- 
controversialist, as lectarer or as preacher, with the persuasive fervour of 
dee) piety. Rigidly orthodox, and quickly perceptive and resentful o! 
heresy in all its rorms, young Asher stood in Manchester as the intellect va! 
exponent of the Mosaic Law unaltered and unalterable. His was not the 
zealotry of the bigot, but the reasoned enthusiasm of the scholar. For the 
capacious mind of this extraordinary young man had encompassed the whol: 
range of whatiscalled “* Modernism” and could meet the * Higher Criticism’ 
on its own clevated battle-ground. His retentive memory and his quick w 
enabled him to bring the fruits of his Hebrew studies instantly and pointed'\y 
to bear upon any dispute of rite or dogma, and his quotations from tie 
sacred writings usually sileaced objection and dispelled doubt. Where, how, 
and when young Asher amassed his store of general knowledge, what mii: 
night oil he burned, what libraries he haunted, what learned circles lie 
penetrated, no-one ever knew. I myself have heard him beard the lions «! 
political debate in the once famous non-Jewish hall of Parliamentary cot: 
troversy called the “County Forum ” in Manchester, and | have marvelle: 
to see black beards and grey beards quail before his torrential outbursts. 
The man was altoghther an enigma, like his powers. What alone is known > 
that, having left school before even his elementary education was complet. 
he somehow developed amidst poverty into a gentleman of culture, wide 
reading and scholarly power. 

At last came the appointment to a ministerial position of eminence |) 
New York. Then it was that his acquaintances awakened to a realisation ©! 
the manner of man they were about to lose. Would it be believed that Man- 
chester Judaism, with its six half-empty and mostly languishing synagogues, 
had no fit employment for the greatest preacher and teacher of its day? Mr. 
Asher possessed that rare gift of declamation which seizes, thrills and electr'- 
fies men’s hearts. In the humble Chevras and extemporised prayer-houses of 
the Manchester Ghetto, where occasionally he was permitted to hold forth, 
crowds swarmed to hear him and hung upon his words. Even his Yiddish 
discourses glowed with the same compelling emotion, though probably also 
with bad grammar, for Mr. Asher was an English not a Polish orator, and 
had learnt Yiddish as he might have learnt French. Many people in 
Manchester, I know, fell to wondering bow it was that this poten! 
Jewish revivalist had to cross the Atlantic to find a pulpit. TD have since 
heard from Jews in the United States that the Rev. Joseph Asher came to be 
accounted the greatest Jewish orator in all America and the rhetorical peer 
of the famous preachers of the Christian churches. 

Thongh the fire of Mr. Asher’s zeal is now extinguished in death, it has 
kindled flames in the hearts of many Jewish young men which I believe will 
long continue to burn.

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SABBATH OBSERVANCE.

SIR,-At the present time, when one of the most difficult problems in 
the Jewish community is that of the observance of the Sabbath, the 
following incident, affecting me personally, will illustrate the manner in 
which an observant Jew. who is ever lamenting the decadence of the 
old-time Sabbath, prejudiced his principle in favour of an ignominious 
discrimination. After being been in his employ for a number of years, an 
opportunity favoured itself in another house for the managership of a large 
progressive business. I offered myself in this capacity and obtained an 
interview. In the course of the conversation, I told mv prospective employer. 
that | had never desecrated the Sabbath by working on that day, and I 
naturally concluded that hé would grant me the same facilities. After a 
lew days | heard that | was successful in my application. 1 then tendered 
my resicnation, which was a month before taking up my new duties. It 
was at the latter end of this period I was informed that I would not be 
given the Saturday. I, therefore, asked my employer whether, if I re- 
considered my decision to leave him, he would retain me in his service, 
although the position was subordinate to the one I was appointed to. Let 
me at once state that nobody was yet engaged in my place, and, therefore, 
he could without any inconvenience have saved me from desecrating the 
Sabbath, and himself from being a consenting party to the deed. Instead of 
welcoming this proposal, however, he manifested complete indifference, 
with the result that I made the change. He now had it in his power to offer 
the position to one of our own faith, and thus help a brother in faith, who 
through no fault of his own, cannot obtain a situation on account of honour- 
ing the Sabbath. But the vacancy was eventually filled by one outside our 
faith. 

Such action is fatal to the solution of the problem.

In view ofthe present wave of prosperity in the United States 
itis hopedthata still larger movement will be stimulated in the direetion 
ol Galveston by this unvarnished record, to which Dr. Mandelstamm has 
contributed a short introduetion and Mr. Zangwill a tong pretace, and which 
will be distributed in a first edition of 20 000.

The London Jewish Hospital Association is exhibiting commendab!+ 
enterprise just now, and is trading—if the term is permissible—upon our 
nation’s penchant for the acquisition of land. The Association is issuing 
post-cards to those interested in the scheme, asking them, if they are now 
convinced that a Jewish hospital in London is a eryiog need, to buy a square 
foot of land for 10s. 6d. They will thus qualify for the entering of their 
name in the Golden Book “as one of those who helped to build that noble 
building.” . The Hospital has now a site of 22,000 square feet of land, so that 
the opportunity is an unique one. This reminds me of the American brick 
auctions, by arranging which the cost of building an edifice is defrayed out 
of the sums received by the sale of individual bricks to the highest bidc: 
Perhaps the Association will bear this little item of information in min’ 
when the project does eventually reach the bricks and mortar stage. 

A pleasant concert was arranged last Sunday evening for the Stepney 
Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade by the non-Commissioned Officers 
Union of the Company.
